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‘ “J Hereas the greateft part of our Sub{cri- 
bers have been {o kind as to difcharge

the like, by reafon we have fuch a great Number 
ot Subfcribers daily coming in, it will render our 
Servants more capable of duly ferving all. 

Q. How are Prophefies compatible with rhe free will 
of Man; and whether Predeftination, fuch an abfo- 
lute one, as the Rigid Calvinifts bold, be not contrary 
to the Fuftice and Mercy of our Maker ; and whetier 
Predeftination, however underftood, be not incompats- 
ble to the free Will of Man ? 

A. Three Diftind Queftions are here propos'd, 
which muft bé confider’d feverally. 

1. Prophefies, that referr co Humane Actions, do 
therefore feem contrary to the freedom of Man's 
Will, becaufe rhro’ a miftaken norion we under- 
ftand a Re lative term in an Ab/olute Senfe. ~For Pro- 
phefies, we fay, are the refult of Foreknowledge, 
and we confider not that the word Foreknowledge 
when applied to God, is no other than an accommo- 
dation to Our capacity. For All things, that fal! 
ever be, are actually Prefent to Infinite Perfection ; 
and thetefore what we call Foreknowledge, if we 
wou'd fpeak properly, we muft call it Kyowledge. 
And then it naturally follows, thar God's Know- 
ledge of the Prefent actions of Men ( for fo, as we 
have obferv’d, are their Future actions with refpec& 
to Him) -no otherwife Determines thoic actions, 
than one man’s being Privy to another Man’s Acti- 
ons deftroys his Liberty. If ic be enquir’d, how God 
beholds Future Actions in a Prefent view, we an- 
fwer, that for ought we know, None but He, who 
thus beholds them, can conceive the Manner of ir. 
And therefore the Difficulty ( how great {never ) 
can breed no {cruple in our Minds, unlefs ‘we out- 
ftrip our Ambitious Parents, and not only. defire to 
be, but fancy, thar we Are as Gods, 

2. Predeftination in the Rigid acceptation of the 
word isContrary, not only to the Juftice and Mer- 
cy of God, bur alfo to his Veracity. For he has faid 
it (and is he a Man, that he fhou'd Lye?) that be is 
not willing, that any Perifb, but that All fhoud come 
to Repentance. ’ 

3. Predeftinarion as founded on Foreknow!edge 
(for we may ufe the term, fince we have fhew’d the 
ule of it) can no otherwife deftroy Free-will, than 
as Foreknowledge does, But that Foreknowledge 


is no ways Incompatible to Humane Liberty, we 
have Prov'd Above. 

Q. Since Reafon, Underftanding, &c. are the At. 
tributes of the Soul, why have not Infants Reafon, &c. 

A, Infants may plainly be obferv'd ro be endow'd 
with Reafon, tho’ they exert bur a more minute 
degree of ir. But were they to feem, when firft 
born, altogether deftirute of Reafon, yet this wou'd 
no ways prove, that Reafon is nor Effential ro the 
Soul, fince the Effential Faculties of the Soul might 
be hindred in It’s operations by it’s Union with the 
Body, till by Degrees they thou'd exert their force 
and energy. 

Q. The Athenians in one of their Oracles are of 
the Opinion, that were all that have been from the be- 
ginning alive, ‘there wotld be Room “Enough on the 
Earth to Contain them ; whigh’ to me feems very 
firange: (only Men and Women are Meant ) Your 
Opinion thereof.

how much of ic is Inhabited. And of rhofe parts,that 
are inhabited, yet fince Unknown to us, we mutt be 
at a lofs fo much as to conjecture, how Populous 
they be.
